BEIRUT (UPI1 . — Palestine Libera- 
tion Organization chairman Yasser 
Arafat has rejected a plan for es- 
tablishing an unarmed Palestinian 
“entity." reportedly suggested by 
U.S. Secretary of State Cyrus Vance 
oh Ills recent Middle East tour, a 
PLO official said yesterday. 

Arafat also said he would not order 
Ms fighters out of South Lebanon, 
and called on them to have a “firm 
grip an the gun-" 

He made his remarks during a ral- 
ly on Saturday night by 5,000 
Palestinians and Lebanese .at the 
refugee camp of Jalll near Baalbek, 
38 km. northeast of Beirut, accor- 
ding to an official at the PLO news 
agency Wafa. 

He said these- Included establish- 
ment of “an manned entity to be 
supervised by three states.” Arafat 
did not specify which three states 
would do the supervising, nor did he 
indicate where such an entity would 
be established, although all such 
speculation has centred on the West 
-Bank. 

Meanwhile, Israel Ambassador 
Simcha Dinitz ha« publicly com- 
plained about U.S. overtures to the 
PLO. 

“We cannot understand why this 
great democracy should leave an 
opening to this murderous FLO If 
they (the PLO) are ready to accept 
(UN Security Council) resolution 
242,” the ambassador said Saturday 
night at an Israel Bonds dinner in 
Atlanta, Georgia. “How can the U.S.' 
carry on a dialogue with a bunch of 
murderers and make them partners 
in negotiations? It is morally repug- 
nant for this republic to enter into 
such dealings." 


Cabinet approves Dayan Kedltli becomes 
plans for U.S. talks

The Cabinet yesterday endorsed 
Foreign Minister Moshe Dayan's 
mission to conduct- talks in 
Washington and New York next 
week on the basis of a generally- 
formulated draft peace treaty to be 
put to his Arab counterparts. They 
also examined an accompanying 
letter to Secretary of State Cyrus 
Vance, outlining territorial prin- 
ciples. . ■ • 

Dayan leaves for the U.S. via 
Brussels later this week. He will be 
out of Israel for approximately one 
month. 


Cabinet secretary Aryeh Naor said 
in reply to reporters' questions at the 
weekly briefing that Dayan had not 
been empowered to discuses any of 
Ms own private ideas in the U-JL The 
r efer ence was to Dayan's 
suggestions for functional division of 
the West Bank, as opposed to 
territorial division. 

The Cabinet has not been notified 
by the Foreign Minister of Ms ideas 
on functional division and has not 
discussed them, a reliable 'source 
told The Post laid night. 


"However, I am sure that Dayan 
1 would not be making public 
statements along those lines without 
prior consent from the Premier," 
The Post was told. “Begin probably 
prefers that the statements come 
from Dayan and not from himself." 
"Begln's principle is that Judea and 
Samaria must not be handed over to 
foreign rule, and Dayan's fun* 
cutlonal division plan can be recon- 
ciled with that principle. Begin has 
not said lately that he .wants Israeli 
sovereignty over juries and 
Samaria. He is just as pragmatic as 
Dayan over Judea and Samaria." 

Dayan told the 'Cabinet that the 
main purpose of Ms talks would be to 
elicit Arab reaction to Israeli's 
proposals about the nature of peace 
and the procedure to be followed in 
negotiations. He would not take anv 
maps with him nor discuss any 
geographical arrangements, the 
ministers were assured. 

The Cabinet Secretary said that 
statements by Agriculture Minister 
Ariel Sharon about settlement in the 
areas were not mentioned is any 
way at the Cabinet session.

Begin defends role in 
advising Bension release 


. Jerusalem Post Reporter 
Prime Minister Men ahem Begin 
last night vigorously defended his 
role in Yehoshua Bension's release 
from prison. 

Interviewed on Israel Television’s 
“Second Look" programme, Begin 
said that in view of the opinions of 
v outsta n ding doctors” concerning 
the dangers to Bension's fragile 
health under prison conditions, "I 
stand by coy act as having been a 
good, humane, positive act." 

As to the “act,” Begin sold: “All 
my critics know very well that it is 
the President in whom the law vests 
tfte power to grant clemency to peo- 
ple serving prison terms. And Presi- 
dent Kwtrir had decided months ago 
that Bension's condition warranted 
clemency. When the President dis- 
cussed it with me in my capacity as 
acting Justice Minister, I only 
recommended that he grant the 
clemency." 

On most other topics on which 
Begin was questioned he was less 
than forthcoming. 


He hoped that there were “good 
chances for a breakthrough" with 
the U.S., in spite of the “natural 
differences of opinion between us.” 

It was "possible that Foreign 
Minister Dayan might meet" one or. 
another Arab foreign minister dur- 
ing his mission to the U.S., whose 
Secretary of State Cyrus Vance had 
said that 'perhaps this would be 
arranged." be said. 

Asked if the positions Dayan would 
present in the U.S. were Israel's 
'‘starting” or "ultimate" positions. 
Begin said “our positions are our 
positions." 

If some Gush JSzaunim. people 
were disappointed about the 
government's alleged failure to 
fulfil Its promise about settlements 
In Judea and Samaria, it was “their 
democratic right to be disap- 
pointed." However, “I don't think we 
have disappointed them. The 
government has taken decisions on 
settlements and will take 
decisions."

The Cabinet was officially notified 
yesterday of the appointment of two 
comrades of Premier Men ahem 
Begin in the pre-1943 Irgun Zval 
Leumi (IZL) to top government 
posts. 

One is Ya’ocov Aknin, a brigadier 
in the IDF, who was appointed 
director-general of the Israel Lands 
Authority. He served ln the 198? and 
1973 wars directly voider. Agriculture 
Minister Ariel Sharon, who is 
responstblfe for the Lauda Authority. 

The second la AmlJud Faglin, a 
manufacturer of ovens, who was ap- 
pointed the Premier’s adviser on the 
war against Arab terrorism. He was 
chief operations officer of the TZL. 
Since 1943 he has not been involved 
in military or intelligence activity. 

Aknin, 49, moved from the Hagana 
in Jerusalem to the Irgun in 1946, 
and took part in the organization’s 
operations in . the capital, reaching 
officer's rank. In 1948 he joined the 
IDF Artillery Corps and rose from 
private to Tal-Aluf. 

Aknin almost completed a course 
in history at Tel Aviv University, but 
was prevented from graduating by 
the Tom Kippur War. He took a 
senior administrator's course at the 
California Naval University, and 
then was appointed commandant of 
the IDF Staff and Command College, 
which he now leaves. 

Pagfta, 54. was once described by 
Begin os having "military talent 
bordering on genius.” His nickname 
was "Gidi" in the Irgun. After the 
.Hagana merged with the other un- 
'dergrounds in 1943 to form the IDF, 
however. Premier David Ben-

Sadat lashed, out at the Soviet 
Union -for supplying Libya with a 
massive arsenal which, the Egyp- 
tian leader said, was designed “tor 
export.

“I do not underestimate Gaddafi, 
because any sezpent — no matter 
how small — is dangerous as long as 
it is poisonous," Sadat said. 

He said that "the role in which 
Gaddafi got involved was larger 
than he was... Hence the serious 
situation with the Libyan arsenal, 
which to controlled by Soviet experts 
and mercenaries.” 

Sadat added that terrorist 
mercenaries occasionally trick Gad- 
dafi, take his money and escape. He 
said that in one Incident in 2974, Gad- 
dafi paid a number of Palestinian 
terrorists 975,000 each to explode 
bombs at Rome airport “But they 
left the bombs at an airport lavatory, 
notified the Italian police end es- 
caped with the money."

- Pagiin went to work in a metal 
manufacturing plant owned by 
relatives. This plant manufactured 
the oven in which the body of Nazi 
areh-crimlnal Adolf Eiehmann was 
cremated after his execution. 

In 1969, in an interview with 
"Ha'aretz," Pagiin said Arab 
terrorism could be hampered by 
sealing off the West Bank from Jor- 
dan and the rest ot the Arab world; 
by dosing thc^ River Jordan bridges; 
by curtailing movement of West 
Bank Arabs throughout Judea and 
Sa mar ia as well as into Israel; and 
by forming & clandestine counter- 
terror arm to strike back at the Arab 
terrorists abroad, instead of an of- 
ficial State body. 

According to Israel TV, Pagiin 
was asked about these views last 
night and said: “The Arab terrorist 
organizations have made progress 
since I said that — and so have we/” 


In 1972 Pagiin was arrested on 
suspicion of helping the Jewish 
Defence League smuggle arms out 
of Israel abroad to fight Arab terror. 
He provided the crates from his 
plant. In November 1974 he got a one- 
year suspended sentence. JDL chief 
Rabbi Meir Kahane had organized 
the smuggling operation after the 
Munich Olympics massacre of 11 
Israel sportsmen.

The Cabinet yesterday ap- 
proved the appointment of 
Ya’acov Kedmf as deputy 
attorney-general In a major step 
to spearhead Investigation of 
crime on a national scale. 

Kedmi. whose appointment is 
effective October I, will reportedly 
coordinate the numerous bodies 
currently dealing with crime. These 
include the police, tax, customs and 
foreign currency officials, and the 
Attorney-General's office. 

At the same time, the Cabinet 
yesterday decided to appoint a 
public committee to recommend 
ways of fighting crime and im- 
proving' law enforcement- The com- 
mittee Is to submit its ideas within 
two months. 

Interior Minister Yosef Burg will 
submit nominees for the committee 

to the Cabinet at next Sunday's 

meeting. 

. Addressing the Cabinet yesterday, 
Attorney-General Aharon Barak 
said that Kedmi's duties were not yet 
fully defined, but that co-ordination 
of investigatory agencies was of 
prime importance. 

Kedmi's impending resignation as 
head of the police investigation 
department, owing to differences 
with Inspector-General Haim 
Tavori, was announced last month. 
In that post Kedmi played a major 
role in the case against Asher 
Yadlln, former head of Kupat Holim. 

Previously he was Tel Aviv dis- 
trict attorney, and before that he 
was Army Judge Advocate- General. 

Over the past few weeks. Burg has 
often said he would prefer a judicial - 
committee of Inquiry f Le., one ap- 
pointed by the President of the 
Supreme Court and headed by a 
judge) to a parliamentary com- 
mittee. 

The committee which the Cabinet 
opted for yesterday is neither. 
Technically, it Is called va’adat 
berur, which can be described as “a 
committee of clarification" or “a 
study committee." In popular 
parlance it- is simply a public com- 
mittee, such as the Asher Com- 
mittee, which recently considered 
the question of cabinet ministers' 
conflicts of interest. 

To all intents and purposes, the 
decision to appoint such a committee 
was taken on Friday at a meeting of 
the Likud executive and Burg (as 
reported In yesterday’s Jerusalem 
Post .) 

At yesterday's Cabinet meeting, 
Barak weighed the pros and cons of a 
judicial committee and a public 
committee. 

The advantages of a judicial com- 
mittee of inquiry were that the 
Fresidnet of the Supreme Court 
could be relied on to appoint 
independent- minded members of a 
high calibre and professional skill. 
Such a committee is armed with 
brood investigative powers. 

Such a committee however, has 
two disadvantages, the At- 
torney-General said.. According to 
law its proceedings are public, ex- 
cept where state security is in- 
volved. He said the committee could 
not do its work properly without 
studying the investigative and in- 
telligence operations of the police. 
But It would be unthinkable to make 
this Information 'available to the 
general public. 

Secondly, such a committee Is re- 
quired to notify any person who 
might be Injured by the inquiry and 
-to make available -to him all 
testimony pertaining to such injury. 
Such a person is entitled to appear 
before the committee and to be 
represented by a lawyer, and to 
cross-examine witnesses. But it 
would be unreasonable to expect a

committee examining crime to 
make material available to 
members of the underworld, Barak 
said. 

Barak said he would only recom- 
mend a judicial committee of in- 
quiry If the Cabinet initiated and 
tried to speed through the Knesset an 
amendment to the Committees of 
Inquiry Law, 1966, repealing these 
two requirements. 

He explained that it is not just to 
the present case that the difficulties 
entailed by these two provisos have 
been felt. They first came to Ugbt 
during the deliberations of the 
Agranat Committee, appointed by 
former Prime Minister Gold a Meir 
to study the reasons for the army's 
initial setbacks to the Yom Kippur 
War. 

The Justice Ministry has been 
preparing an amendment to the law 
along the lines mentioned, Barak 
added. 

The advantages of a public com- 
mittee, Barak told the Cabinet, are 
that it can work quickly and to not 
subject to restrictions of open 
hearings and the right of representa- 
tion. 

On the other band, he said, a public 
committee cannot compel a person 
to appear, cannot Issue a search 
warrant, and cannot require a 
witness to testify under oath or "on 
his honour." 

The most effective job can be done 
by a judicial committee — provided 
the two defects ot the present law are 
amended, Barak concluded. 

Burg stressed that the problem is 
too pressing to wait for the lengthier 
procedure of a judicial committee. It 
Is urgent to bolster the public's con- 
fidence in the police and in their 
ability to fight crime, he declared. 

In view of the Cabinet's decision to 
appoint a public committee, Burg 
announced that he Is withdrawing 
his proposal calling for a committee 
consisting of the Ministers of 
Finance. Justice, and Interior. 


Terrorists clash 
in Lebanon 


BEIRUT 1 UPI) . — Rival Palestinian 
terrorist groups clashed overnight 
with rocket-propelled grenades and 
m&chineguns in the southern port 
city of Sidon, Palestinian sources 
said yesterday. 

It was the second such clash in two 
days, reportedly between radical 
“Rejection Front" terrorists of a 
faction led by Abu Abbas and pro- 
Syrian members of another group. 
Post Metnlla reporter adds: 

In the continuing battles to South 
Lebanon one soldier was killed and 
two persona were injured yesterday 
evening in a terrorist bombardment 
of the large Moslem village of Kila. 
The two wounded persons were 
taken to the Metulla “Good Fence" 
clinic -for first aid and then to the 
Salad hospital. 


Jordan condemns six 
for selling land 


AMMAN ( AP). — a military court 
sentenced six Jordanians to death 
yesterday tor selling their real estate 
in the West Bonk to Israelis. 

The six were tried and condemned 
in absentia, under a special law 
prohibiting under penalty of 
death the sale of property to the 
Israelis by Arabs. 

The government has accused 
Israel of trying- to purchase land 
from Arabs on the West Bank, par- 
ticularly in East Jerusalem, as part 
of a drive to “Judaize-" .these areas.

The Knesset Law Committee will 
meet a week from today to discuss 
the President's decision to free 
Yehoshua Bension from prison. The 
Committee will meet at the request 
of six members from the Alignment, 
the Democratic Movement for 
Change and the Citizens' Rights

Committee chairman David Glass 
told The Post that he had Invited 
Premier Men&hem Begin to attend 
the special summer-recess session in 
his capacity as Acting Minister Of 
Justice. A representative of the 
President's Office has also been ask* 
ed. 

However, Class cautioned, the 
very first item on the agenda would 
be to decide whether the parliamen- 
tary body had any authority to ex- 
amine and perhaps criticize a 

presidential action. No precedent for 
this exists In the history of the State, 
he said. The Basic Law: President, 
for instance, makes the President 
immune from all Judicial action. 

fn apparent reference to the Ben- 
sion case. Prisons Commissioner 
Haim Levy said yesterday that' 
prison medical services are more 
readily available than medical ser- 
vices anywhere else in the country. 

Every prison has a male nurse or 
medic on call 24 hours a day. who 
can be summoned to an ill prisoner 
"within seconds," Levy said on the 
morning radio newsreel. 

The President's Office bad in- 
dicated in a statement issued early 
Sunday morning that a medical com- 
mittee appointed by the director- 
general of the Health Ministry found 
Bension's condition requires 
medical assistance to be available 
within 10 to 15 minutes. 


A similar statement was made by 
Deputy Minister Yoram Avidor, 
when he was interviewed on Satur- 
day on the radio's weekly newsreel 
programme. 

The statement issued by the 
President's Office begins by saying 
that the President did not grant Ben- 
sion a pardon (h anbta i, bat a com- 
mutation of sentence (hakala 
b'onesh). The portion of the Jail 
sentence not served bad been con- 
verted into a suspended sentence, 
and the fine remains la force, the 
statement said. Under the law tUs is 
not a pardon. 

The President had begun to ex- 
amine the Bension question when the 
previous government was In office, 
the statement explained. What had 
led him to accept the recommenda- 
tion of Prime Minister Begin at this 
time to commute the sentence was 
the real danger to Bension's life, ow- 
ing to the combination of his serious 
Illnesses. (He reportedly has high 
blood pressure and has suffered two 
strokes in prison. I 

Cabinet secretary Aryeh Naor said 
at his press briefing yesterday that 
the effect of a pardon would be to 
wipe out the offence. 'That had not 
.been done In this case, he said. 

The question had been mentioned 
at the Cabinet only marginally, Naor 
said, and that by Interior Minister 
Yosef Burg In the course of his dis- 
cussion of organized crime. 

Burg had quoted from the Shulhan 
Aruch l the code of Jewish law), in 
the section of the laws of Yom Kip- 
pur. to the effect that If two doctors 
differ as to whether a man's life Is at 
stake, the opinion of the one who Is 
more apprehensive is accepted. 

The radio reported last night that 
Burg bad requested the Prisons 
Commissioner to give him a list of all 


prisoners suffering from serious il- 
lnesses. 

The Committee for. the Release of 
Yehoshua Bension yesterday re- 
jected claims that the banker had 
been released for political con- 
siderations. 

The committee represented by 
Oved Ben-Ami and Yeshayafau Per- 
vis, Bension's lawyer, told Tei Aviv 
reporters Bension had been freed for 
humanitarian reasons, as evidenced 
by the President's Interest in Ben- 
sion's case when Labour was still in 
power. 

The President, according to Ben- 
Ami. told the Justice Minister at the 
time, Halm Zadok, that after talking 
with Prof. Moshe Rachmiievich he 
had believed that Bension was in 
serious condition and that it would be 
on his conscience if he did not save 
his life. 

As for the Health Ministry team of 
doctors who checked out Bension, 
Pcrvls noted that contrary to reports 
in the newspapers the team had con- 
firmed the seriousness of Bension's 
condition. The three doctors deter- 
mined that prison would not en- 
danger Bension's life only if certain 
conditions were fulfilled, the prime 
condition being that a medical order- 
ly could be called to Bension’s bed- 
side within 10 to 15 minutes, a condi- 
tion "impossible to f ulfil- " 

Meanwhile, a Jerusalem attorney 
has asked the High Court of Justice 
to issue a show-cause order against 
Prime Minister Begin and Prisons 
Commissioner Levy. In his request 
for the orders, Yitzhak Brill says 
that Begin should be required to ex- 
plain "why he intervened With the 
President's sole prerogative" In 
deciding on Bension’s release. Levy 
should be ordered to show cause why 
he should not return Bension to jaiL

TEL AVIV. — Reuven Pesahovitz, 
who In accordance with Prime 
Minister Menahem Begin 'a decision 
will not be extradited to Switzerland, 
has contributed to the Likud, accor- 
ding to the Alignment and the 
Citizens Rights Movement. 

Alignment leaders told a press 
conference yesterday that 
Pesahovitz. had contributed to the 
Likud's election campaign. 

The chairman of Herut executive, 
Avraham Shechterman. said he had 
just heard Pesahovltz's name for the 
first time. However, he added he is 
not familiar with the names of ail 
contributors. 

The Alignment’s Knesset whip, 
Moshe Shahal, claimed that Begin 
had promised Pesahovitz he would 
not be extradited for the alleged 
embezzlement and fraud of over 
10m. Swiss francs (over IL42m.).. , 
Shahal said that the chairman of 
the Knesset Law- Committee had 
been pressured to hold doily 
meetings during the-sifinmerjrecess 
to process the proposed bill which 
prevents an Israeli from being ex- 
tradited. However, David Glass 
(NRP) . committee chairman, 
reported that the government had 
only asked for an early discussion. 

Shahal complained that since the 
committee had failed to comply with 
Begin 's request — "Begin disregard- 
ed tbe law" in deciding against 
Pesahovltz's extradition. 

MK Shulamit Aloni (CRM) said 
that to the best of her knowledge, 
Pesahovitz "is one of the big con- 
tributors to (Herut’a) Tel Hai fund.” 
The Alignment, the Democratic 
Movement for Change and the CRM 
have called for a special meeting of 
the law committee on the matter.

Arens: Need only three 
MKs in delegation to UN

Jerusalem Foot Knesset Reporter 
Moshe Arens, chairman of the 
Knesset Foreign Affairs and 
Defence Committee, believes that 
Israel's delegation to the forthcom- 
ing session of the UN need not con- 
tain more than the usual two to three 
Knesset Members. 

Foreign Minister Moshe Dayan 
was present when Arens expressed 
his view at yesterday afternoon's 
committee meeting. 

At present the delegation consists 
of Dayan, 10 professional diplomats, 
most of whom are already assigned 
to the UN, and 12 lay delegates. The 
latter are one MK (Llkud-La'am) 
and two former MKs (Likud-Herut 
and Likud-Llberals), orginally 
chosen by Dayan, six, additional 
MKs. and three public figures. The 
latter nine were chosen to represent 
other political parties when the 
Likud's Herut and Liberal wings 
protested they were not suitably 
'represented in Dayan’s original 
three choices. • - - 
Arens told parliamentary cor- 
respondents' IXst.evenlng that Dayan 
did not comment on Ms views, ad- 
ding that the "final decision Is up to 
the Foreign Minister." 

Arens would not disclose any infor- 
mation on the discussion of Dayan's 
peace proposals and the covering 
letter he is taking to Washington. 
Arens said only, "Some committee 
members were enthusiastic, others 


were not." 

Arens also held a for-the-record 
discussion with the journalists about 
leaks to the press of the contents of 
committee deliberations of a 
political nature, which are not 
covered by military censorship. 

"We are now in the process," 
Arens said, “of conducting extreme- 
ly sensitive negotiations and ex- 
changing proposals with other 
governments. Premature disclosure 
of the contents of these could harm 
the whole process and endanger vital 
Interests of the nation," he said. 

If the leaks did not stop, he con- 
tinued, there Is the danger that the 
government will simply stop infor- 
ming the committee, which will 
make it impossible for the com- 
mittee to fulfil Its role as parliamen- 
tary watchdog over the 
government's conduct of affairs. The 
government is already withholding 
certain information, he said. 

Arens said committee members 
had signed "word-of-honour” 
declarations that they .wU! not .dis- 
close ' committee secrets' to uh- 
authorized- .persons.- However, he 
claimed the press also "had to 
recognize its responsibility. 

Some journalists pointed out that 
while the press admittedly had a 
responsibility. Arens was in- effect 
saying that It should shut the 
ministerial and parliamentary 
mouths that the government and 
Knesset are unable to restrain. 


POST reporter, Herbert Ben- Adi, 73 


BEERSHEBA. — Herbert Ben-AOl. 
veteran Jerusalem Post reporter for 
the Negev region and the first resi- 
dent journalist in the Negev capital, 
died here yesterday after a prolong- 
ed illness, aged 73. 

Born in Yugoslavia, he came to 
Israel during the 1948 War of 
Independence to 
join the fledgling 
Israel army with 
the Mahal units of 
volunteers from 
abroad. In 1949, 
after the war, .he 
became one of the 
initial residents of 
Beersheba and was 
awarded the city's "first settlers” - 
medallion. 

Shortly afterwards he began his 
journalistic career with The 
Jerusalem Post, and for some time 
also with “Ma'ariv," always setting 
an example to his much younger 
colleagues in his tireless devotion. 
Before long, he made his mark as the 
fi/st Negev region correspondent, 



soon to be followed by reporters ot 
other major dally newspapers. "His 
energy and Initiative often belied his 
age, and 'he carried on his work 
throughout three major wars, often 
endangering his life during the years 
of increased terrorist activities in 
the Gaza Strip. 

He retired from The Post only two 
years ago, and if not for his illness he 
might have carried on even longer. 
Early last year he donated his collec- 
tion of personal files of articles, 
documents and photographs, dealing 
with Beersheba from the time he 
settled In the town, to the Negev 
museum. After the 1987 Six-Day War 
he wrote a book. "War for Peace." 

Ben Adi was also a correspondent 
for the Associated Press and chair- 
man of the Negev branch of the Jour- 
nalists' Association. 


He is survived by his wife Ora, and 
his 27-year-old son Yigal. The 
funeral will take place today at 10.30 
a.m. at the Beersheba cemetery on 
the Hatzerlm road.

At a FIFA meeting in Monte Carlo, 
Monaco, last May, the AFC was 
given 90 days to rescind its decisions. 


ASHKELON (Itim). — Baruch 
Abuhatzeira. deputy mayor of 
Ashkelon, urns remanded for an ad- 
ditional 15 days yesterday by a local 
magistrate on "very weighty 
suspicions'' of bribe-taking, fraud, 
forgery and breach of trust. 

Rav-Pakad Adlel Alufl. a fraud in- 
vestigator at national police head- 
quarters who has been Investigating 
the affairs of the Ashkelon 
municipality for more than three 
months, said In the -Magistrate's 
Court that the southern district at- 
torney’s office plans to file an indict- 
ment against Abuhatzeira within the 
next two weeks. Abuhatzeira was 
first remanded 10 days ago. 

It appeared from Alufl 's statement 
that most of the susplciqns against 
Abuhatzeira refer to alleged 
malfeasance in connection with the 
building of a country club on 
Ashkelon's beach. 

Abuhatzeira. a cousin of Religious 
Affairs Minister Aharon 
Abuhatzeira and the descendant of a 
distinguished family of Moroccan 
rabbis, is refusing to talk to police 
about any of the allegations, Alufi 
said. 

Protesting that his client, a rabbi, 
would be held in the police lock-up 
during the High Holy Days, 
Abuhatzeira's attorney also pointed 
out that the deputy mayor has no 
criminal record. At this point Judge 
Zvi Nadav corrected him saying; 
“No convictions." ( Abuhatzeira was 
once charged with a customs infrac- 
tion but was allowed to pay an ad- 
ministrative fine instead of criminal 
proceedings.) 


Five policemen 
convicted of 
beating Arab

HAIFA. — .Five policemen were 
found guilty in a police disciplinary 
court yesterday of beating an Arab • 
during the Land Day riots of March 
1976. Sentences Included detention in 
the police lock-up for' 15 days for 
several of them, and suspended jail 
terms and fines up to ILl.OOO for all. 

The charges against two sergeant- 
majors and three sergeants were 
lodged by a resident of Dabouriya. 
The villager claimed that he bad 
been beaten by the officers after his 
arrest, and he presented a medical 
report to support his charge. 

The policemen denied the charges, 
and claimed that they had been ston- 
ed during the riots in the village. 

The court was convened In the 
Afula police station under the 
presidency of commander Yehezkel 
Kar&ti. 

Six Arabs were killed and several 
others injured In the rioting 18 
months ago when Arabs protested 
the' "Sequestration of Arab land -in i 
Jsrk?lj Jtoqbhy at the^tjpie .qaid^J 
security forces opened fire after be- 
ing stoned by demonstrators. 

■' MeanWhOe 1h "Tel Aviv, RakalT 
(The New Communist Party) claim- 
ed yesterday that police had harass- 
ed its members in Majd el-Krum to 
deter others from supporting it. At- 
torney Habib Abu Helo told a press 
conference that police took advan- 
tage of a complaint that seditious 
songs were sung at a wedding on 
August 13- to arrest 14 party 
members and to interrogate five 
others on party activities and other 
matters. 


The attorney also complained that 
four men, suspected of various 
offences, were treed fay police after 
agreeing, to testify as State 
Witnesses against the deputy mayor. 

The magistrate explained Ms deci- 
sion to hold Abuhatzeira for another 
15 days by saying that the police 
have extremely weighty evidence 
from several sources about a system 
of bribery, fraud and breach of trust 
in the Ashkelon municipality — a 
system in which Abuhatzeira 
allegedly played a central part. 
Police had said it is likely that a 
postal clerk, arrested on suspicion of 
forging the .date on a registered 
letter to the municipality, did so on 
the deputy mayor's orders. 

While Alufl and his attorney were 
arguing the police request for a re- 
mand order, the deputy mayor spent . 
his time reading Psalms. His 
mother, wife of the respected Admor 
Rabbi Tlsrael Abuhatzeira, was 
among the many Ashkelon residents 
who crowded the court pressing the 
deputy mayor's hands. 

Abuhatzeira's cousin, Ell Ronen, 
who was recently released on ball 
after his arrest on suspicion of trying 
to bribe a policeman with a IL100 
note while bringing food to the depu- 
ty mayor in the lock-up, came to 
court in Abuhatider&’s municipal 
Peugeot. While he was in court a 
municipal inspector gave him a 
letter from Ashkelon mayor Aharon 
Halbi asking wm to return the car. 
Ronen told Itim that he had not 
known the car was municipal 
property. 


Boutique arsonist 
gets 5 years 

TEL AVIV (Itim). — Dan Zvi, who 
set Are to the Parpar (Butterfly) 
boutique in Givataylm last July was 
sentenced to five years In prison by 
district court judges here yesterday. 

Zvi, 20, of KLryat Shalom, was 
given one third of the maximum 15- 
year sentence because he pleaded 
guilty and will testify against bis 
alleged partners in the arson, which 
caused over TT.i m, damage to the 
boutique and other stores and flats in 
the building. 

Mekorot man has 
sentence reduced 

A senior employee of the Mekorot 
water company had a one-year 
prison sentence cancelled in an 
appeal to the Supreme Court yester- 
day. 

The Supreme Court acquitted Dov 
Tsasis of charges of taking bribes, 
fraud and forgery while finding him 
guilty, as the Haifa District Court 
had, of making false entries in the 
Mekorot books. Tsasis had been 
found guilty of entering a contractor 
he' 'knew -as' an 'employee Into the 
company books so he. could pay, him 
tLA.Om compensation for the con- 
tractor's losses, as a' Mekorot sub- 
contractor. The court kept in force 
the ILS.OOO fine the Haifa court had 
imposed far falsifying the books.

RASSCO IN FIRST PLACE! 
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4,000 more Cubans now in 
Angola — S. African report 


WINDHOEK, South Africa (UPI).~ 
About 4,000 Cubans have come to 
Angola recently to stabilize the coun- 
try, which has been hit by economic 
and military crises, the South 
African Press Association said 
yesterday. 

The news agency said “reports 
reaching Windhoek... indicated that 
Angola was currently experiencing 
Its most serious crisis since the civil 
war" in 1876. 

“Economic problems and stepped 
up guerrilla activity by the libera- 
tion movements FLEC in Cabin- 
da, the FNLA in the northern 
territories and UNITA in central and 
southern Angola — were creating 
grave problems for the (President 
Agostlnho) Neto government in 
Luanda,’* the agency said. 

In the past two months UNIT A has 
captured four towns previously held 
by government troops and according 
to the agency’s sources the morale of 
the BEPLA government forces in the 
south was at an alltime low. 

This hi aggravated by tension 
between BEPLA soldiers and the 
Cubans. The Cubans were reporte d 
to phn operations against CJNITA, 
but they were reluctant to make con- 
tact themselves. 

“It had become Imperative for 
President Neto to stabilize the situa- 
tion in his country and for this pur- 
pose another 4,000 Cubans were 
'allowed into Angola recently." 
sources said. 

The news agency also reported 
that a group of local journalists had 
been taken on an official tour of 
South African security forces* 
operations on the South West African 
border with Angola. 

The tour Included a visit to a 
desert training camp .where 
bushmen — a race of small blacks 
with legendary skills in hunting, 
tracking and survival under extreme 
conditions — were being- integrated 
into the security forces. 

The whereabouts of the camp and 
the number of bushmen being train- 
ed was secret but the agency said “it- 
was common for a bushman 
sergeant to lead security force 
members through the bush for 
several hundred kilometres with 
only the barest of rations and on 
foot." 

The agency's reporter who accom- 
panied the tour said bushmen were 


feared by their enemies “because of 
their uncanny ability to appear from 
nowhere and their deadly accuracy 
with a bow and arrow.’ 

One can only guess at their 
fighting skill, armed with modem 
automatic rifles and backed by their 
ancient skills," the agency reporter 
said. 


Barcelona: Half million Catalans 
celebrate return of home rule 
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U.S. plans 
buildup of 
Nato forces 


DES MOINES. Iowa (AP). — Freai- 
dent Jimmy Carter's press 
secretary said on Saturday night 
that the administration is preparing 
plans for a buildup of North Atlantic 
Treaty Organization military forces 
in Europe. He predicted stiff con- 
gressional opposition. 

“We have some issues coming up 
that are frankly going to be hotly 
debated in regard to the buildup of 
Nato forces,” Jody Powell said. He 
was In Des Moines to address the fall 
meeting of the Iowa Daily Press 
Association. 

Powell said the Administration’s 
military advisers rate the military 
balance with the Soviet Union as 
“one of rough equivUancy.'* 

“But we fee] there is reason to be 
concerned about a buildup of War- 
saw (pact) forces in Europe," 
Powell said. 

The press secretary indicated that 
the -Administration has been actively 
sampling opinion on a military 
buildup by the U.S. under Nato. 

“We feel the American people are 
willing to support a reasonable in- 
crease in Nato power," Powell said. 

Powell addressed the European 
military power balance issue during 
a question and answer session. He 
devoted his prepared remarks to a 
defence of the administration’s 
Panama Canal treaty negotiations. 
He said ratification of the treaty, 
which would replace the original 
1908 treaty, would "open a new* 
chapter In our relations with Latin 
American nations." 


BARCELONA (AP). — Large 
crowds of Catalans, cheering, chan- 
ting and swirling nationalist flags, 
surged through the streets yesterday 
to celebrate the return of home rule 
lost under the Franco dictatorship. 

Streets were blocked In Barcelona 
as the celebrators, estimated In the 
hundreds of thousands, called for 
liberty, Independence from Spain, 
amnesty for political crimes and the 
return of their autonomy. It was the 
biggest demonstration since the 
death 21 months ago of Gen. Fran- 
cisco Franco. 

Organizers estimated up to 500,000 
people were in the streets to mark 
Catalan national day, anniversary of 
the 1714 defeat of the Catalan forces 
by a Spanish- French army of 
Spanish King Felipe V. National 
demonstrations have been 
prohibited for four decades, and last 
year's celebration was allowed only 
outside the Catalan capital. 

Although the post-Franco govern- 
ment of Premier Adolfo Suarez, 
committed to recognizing Spain’s 
several regional and ethnic pop- 
ulations. has not yet formally 
decreed autonomy, the Catalan 
demonstration signalled they felt it 
already was fact. 

In a message to the demonstrators 
from France, 78-year-old Josep 
Tarradelias. head of the Catalan 
government In exile, said, “This will 
be the last time we celebrate the nth 
of September without our in- 
stitutions." 

The Spanish Premier and Catalan 
leaders representing Tarradellas 
were reported to have reached final 
agreement on autonomy two days 
ago In Madrid. 

Traffic tieups clogged the centre of 
the city as motorists honked their 
horns in cadence to the chant of 
'Liberty, liberty." Thousands 
marched along a one-kilometre 
route almost blanketed with red 
and yellow Catalan flags. Babies 
were wrapped in Catalan flags and 
autonomy buttons mixed with bun- 
ting hung over car hoods, balconies 
and store windows. 

The celebrators ranged from 
members of Suarez's Centre Party 
to left-wing extremists demanding 
freedom for four Catalans jailed for 


a non-political killing earlier this 
. year. 

The marchers carried Galician, 
Andalusian and other regional f7a g^ 
Including the red, yellow and purple 
flag of the Republican Government. 

One splinter party coursed 
through a main street shouting, 
“Down with the monarchy” of ran g- 
Juan Carlos, the successor to Franco 
whose liberalization programme 
guided by Suarez is bringing the 
Catalans home rule. 

But Jordi Carbon ell, one of the 
leaders at a separatist rally before 
the main march began, said he 
would not discuss either the 
monarchy or Independence “on this 
day of Catalan unity." 

Other speakers, however, at- 
' tacked the Franco regime and cen- 
tral rule under previous Spanish 
kings as the crowd chanted, “Oc- 
cupation forces, go home.” ' 

The return of home rule for the 


five million Catalans In four 
provinces in northeast Spain is ex- 
pected to open the door for autonomy 
in the Northern Basque region, and 
eventually for more local recogni- 
tion for Galicia, the Valencia area 
and Balearic Islands.

TOKYO tUPl). — Saudi Arabian oil 
minister Sheikh Ahmad. Yamani ha * 
reported his country soon will limit 
its crude oil output to about 8.5 
million barrels a day, Japanese 
newspapers reported yesterday. 

The reports said Yamani made the 
statement to a delegation of Japan’s 
opposition Democratic-Socialist 
Party visiting Jeddah.

Tito’s triumphant journey 


THE TOUGH and fiercely independent 
President of Yugoslavia, Josip Bros 
Tito, has steered his nation on Its 
maverick course for more than 30 
years. Now 85, he is inevitably ap- 
proaching the end, and his visits to 
the Soviet Union and then China, 
concluded last week, must be 
regarded in the nature of a climax to 
his remarkable career. 
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The Moscow and Peking visits 
were an Ironic triumph for Tito. Both 
communist giants, bitter rivals Cor 
15 years, vilified the Yugoslav leader 
in the past for his deviation from 
orthodox communism — but both 
welcomed him with exaggerated 
affection and respect.

Still, this did not deter the Chinese 
from welcoming Tito — after ail, 
anything goes In the fight to rally the 
enemies of Russia into one camp. 

Furthermore, the Tito visit to Pek- 
ing comes only a month or two after 
the unexpected ideological break 
with Albania, Yugoslavia’s 
neighbour. Not that the Chinese need 
the Albanians so much now after im- 
proving their relations with the U.S. 
and Western European countries, 
but it would do no-harm to cultivate 
an enemy of Albania in the process. 

It must be remembered that 
Albania sided with the Chinese Com- ‘ 
m uniats only because it feared «md 
hated Yugoslavia. Kit the Albanians 
had fully backed the Maoist theory of 
revolutionary fervour above all — 
now virtually thrown aside by the 
new Peking leadership — and have 
become disappointed with the trend 
on the Chinese mainland after the 
elimination of the “Gang of Four.” 


.China seeks solidarity with coun- 
tries in Europe, which want to shake 
off Kre mlin shackles In conducting 
their own affairs, hence its deep in- 
terest in cultivating Yugoslavia and 
Rumania and in the growing move- 
ment of Eurocommunism. Peking 
eyes with deep interest the activities 
of the communist leaders of Spain, 
France and Italy — Carillo, Marchais 
and Berllnguer — who claim the 
right of autonomy from Moscow.

THE RUSSIANS are in trouble with 
this phenomenon, and there is little 
doubt that one reason they, made so 


much of Tito during his visit was 
because they want his help In any 
future problems about Eurocom- 
munism. 

It must be remembered that the 
Kremlin waa particularly mortified 
when Tito won the battle against 
Soviet hegemony of Western com- 
munist parties at the European com- 
munist summit in BeHIn in 1976. It 
was the first conference since Stalin 
founded the Comintern in 1919 to 
promote world revolution, at which 
the delegates were able to say what 
they wished, particularly about their 
ties with Moscow. 

The summit recognized the 
“different roads” to communism, 
mainly as a result of Tito’s efforts. 
He drafted most of the amendments 
to the key points in the final 
declaration, - including one against 
all criticism of China. - 

One theory advanced recently is 
that the Soviets, after their SO^year 
failure with Yugoslavia, made much 
of Tito so that they can pretend after 
his death that he had close ties with 
theKremlm, should his successor he 
more remote. This would then 
provide the' Kremlin with the excuse 
to intervene in Yugoslavia. - - 

It is inconceivable that Moscow 
has had a change of heart against the 
first communist breakaway, and 
there is much to this theory. And, of 
course, Moscow didn’t want Tito 
arriving in Peking in a state of anger 
at the Russians. 

All in all Tito had it mostly his way 
In both Moscow and Peking — a uni- 
que development in his long political 
career.

The belief in love triumphed over 
historical facts to such a degree that 
tbe tomb's previous custodian 
achieved fame through his 
worldwide correspondence with 
lovers — and advice to them — until 
his retirement 20 years ago. Letters 
have since stopped. 

Doubts also exist, despite mass 
pilgrimages by the faithful, on the 
veracity of the love story, first 
recounted by a 16 th-century count, 
Luigi da Porto. 

It was in da Porto’s account that 
Romeo of the Montecchls and Juliet 
of the CappeUettis fell in love despite 
hatred between their families. They 
marry in secret. When Juliet's fami- 
ly is about to wed her to a local 
dignitary, she takes a powder for- 
mula designed to make her look dead 
so she can later escape from the 
grave and join her Romeo. 

But Romeo, seeing her in the 
grave, believes she took her life to 
prevent' her marriage to another 
ihm and takes poison himself. Juliet 
awakens to tell a dying Romeo that 
her death was a make-believe one. 
Romeo dies on her lap and Juliet 
then takes her own life. 

Shakespeare, never a Verona 
visitor, took np the theme in 1596, or 
60 years after da Porto, and has a 
marble statue near the tomb for pop- 
ularizing the story that has since 
been the subject for poets, authors, 
painters and musicians. 

How true fa the story? Says Tullio 
Lenotti, author 'of a book on the 
* history of the love story: 

"Historians, critics and learned 
men may well decide, unanimously, 
that da Porto's story was only the 
fruit of his imagination. But they 
have yet’ to succeed, and never will 
succeed, in destroying Its basis, 
which fa the exhaltation of .a love 
falthfiil. even unto death, a theme' 
whitfH "made; and wifi alwayi make

Am erican responses to land of the Bible 


IT BEGAN with the Pilgrim Fathers 
who, in their own vocabulary, fled 
Pharaoh (King George HD. crossed 
the Red Sea (the Atlantic), and settl- 
ed among the Canaanltes (the In- 
dians.) In the New Zion (Plymouth, 
Massachusetts), under the 
theocracy of their Hebrew-speaking 
Moses (Governor William Brad- 
. ford). Ever since then, Americans 
have acknowledged a "apecial 
relationship” with Eretz Yfarael. 

This month, in a massive 
publishing venture (72 books at a 
total price of $1,648), that special 
relationship fa documented in the 
words of the men and women who 
promoted It. Entitled “America and 
the Holy Land” and published by the 
Arno Press (a subsidiary of The New 
York Times Company), the series 
brings together many of the most 
fascinating and significant 
responses to the land of the Bible 
ever written by Americans. 

The series consists largely of re- 
issues of works that have been long 
out of print, although many enjoyed 
a wide popularity In their day. 
Scholars are already calling the 
volumes "indispensable" . — but 
their editor. Dr. Moshe Davis, points 
out that virtually none of them was 
originally written for scholars. 
Readability, he says, was as much a 
criterion for inclusion in the series as 
transmission of culture. 

Dr. Davis fa director of the Hebrew 
University's Institute of Contem- 
porary Jewry. He acknowledges that 
this publishing event fa the culmina- 
tion of 25 years' work. He also feels 
that the publication date fa par- 
ticularly timely. 

"Not because Israel has become a 
central factor in American foreign 
policy," he says. “The material in 
the series, which pointedly refers to . 
the ’'Holy Lan'd^* deals with 
A'mferifcan perceptions prior W* :

ANY SENSE OF conflict between 
the U.S. and the land of Israel, Davis 
maintains.

This fa clearly borne out In the 
series, particularly in the writings of 
19th- and early-20th century 
Americana who visited here.

While men like 
Edwin Sherman Wallace 
(“Jerusalem the Holy")', who had 
served as U.S. consul In Jerusalem 
at the end of the last century, saw 
Jewish pioneers as the vanguard of a 
nariftnui renascence here, others had 
their own peculiar apprehensions of 
the future. Warder Cresson ("The 
Key of David”). had visions of 
himself as the Jews' Herzl. Bora a 
Quaker, Cresson became successive- 
ly a Shaker, a Mormon, a Mlllerite, a 
Campbellite, and ultimately entered 
the covenant of Abraham in 
Jerusalem in 1848. His family had 
him declared insane, but he^ppRab^' 
ed In the courts and won. He finally 
settled here under the name o& 


DAVIS STRESSES that the series 
was not designed to promote the 
Zionist point of view. "We tried to 
play fair," he says. “Someone like 
Harry Emerson Fosdlck (A 
Pilgrimage to Palestine) was far 
from favouring the Idea of a Jewish 
state. But his work is of high 
literary, historical and philosophical 
value — and of course it was in- 
cluded." 

The 72 selections in "America ana 
the Holy Land" were culled from a 
working bibliography of some 300 
titles, with the final choices being 
made by Davis and an editorial 
board consisting of Robert Handly, 
Academic Dean and Professor of 
Church History at Union Theological 
Seminary, New York; Jules Davis, 
Professor of American History and 
Diplomacy at Georgetown Univer- 
sity; and Nathan Kaganoff, librarian 
of the American Jewish Historical 
Society. 

Each has also had a role in the six 
new titles in the series, five 
anthologies of rare old documents, 
sermons, pamphlets, tracts, diaries 
and journals on the subject, In addi- 
tion to a scholars' colloquium called 
"With Eyes Toward Zion." Among 
other things the latter includes a 
study of biblical place-names in 
America (there are at least 13 Zions 
there, add almost twice that number 
Of SaTems). 

' Some volumes which the editors 
dearly wished to Include In the series 
were unavailable for copyright 
reasons, such as Mark Twain's 
'travel journals and Herman 
Melville’s magical mystery tour, 
“Clarel."'But'-tiiese are obtainable 


elsewhere ; the value of the series fa 
in what it rescues from obscurity. 

Especially interesting are the odd 
treasures, such as "The Feet of the 
Messenger," a travel journal written 
in Yiddish by the poet Yehoash 
(Solomon Bloomgarden) and 
translated by Isaac Goldberg; 
Willi aril Ware's novel set In lst- 
century Palestine, "Julian;" and 
Bertha Badt-Strausa's biography of 
Jessie Sampter, the American 
Jewish writer who left her 
asaimilationist home for Eretz 
Yfarael In 2919 and eventually settled 
at Kibbutz Givat Brenner. 


THE VOLUMES will be sold In- 


dividually or as a set. and will short- 
ly be on display at the Hebrew 
University. The U.S. Cultural Centre 
is also planning to exhibit them in 
the winter. Dr. Davis fa confident 
that the project will generate wide 
interest and will be eagerly sought 
after, even in the Arab world. 

“The fact fa, “ he says, "the U.S. 
and the Holy Land are Inextricably 
bound. When an Israel premier 
meets a U.S. president and quotes 
the Bible to him, that fa not mere 
politics — and that held true for the 
deist Ben-Gurion, the secular Rabin, 
and the religious Begin. No, bringing 
out the Bible fa merely acknowledg- 
ing the reality that must be com- 
prehended if one fa to understand the 
connections between these two coun- 
tries." 

Davis reflects for a moment “I 
was present when Harry Truman's 
adviser and friend Eddie Jacobson 
referred to Truman as '.ilie man who 
helped create the Jewish State,” and 
Truman, without blinking, said, 
"What do you mean ^ helped create? 1 
I am Cyrus, I am Cyrus." Truman^ 
believed that. And I believe it's im-S; 
portent to know-why an American^ 
president could feel that way."

Before Columbus opened the way to 
the New World, nobody in the old one 
knew about thi* crop, which today 
fills shops and markets and is valued 
as the cheapest source of car. 
bo hydrates. 

Potatoes In flower pots or tins. 
Why not? Let the children, learn how

they grow, how It is possible In about 
three months to make ten potatoes 
from a single one. Let them put one 
potato into a flower pot filled with 
soil. Then water it regularly for a 
"do it yourself" potato crop. It need 
not even be a whole potato to 
propagate; a little piece with two 
eyes will do It, or even some un- 
cooked peel will germinate, grow 
and yield potatoes. 

The plant. Potato (solanum 
tuberosum I belongs botanicaliy to 
the nightshade family (solanaceae). 
which includes tomatoes, peppers, 
eggplant and tobacco, as well as 
many decorative Cowers and shrubs 
like petunia, datura, salpiglossls, 
schisanLhus, physalis ("Chinese 
lantern") and others.

History. Back In the 16 th century 
potatoes were first cultivated in 
Europe by Queen Elizabeth's ad- 
miral, Sir Walter Raleigh, who "im- 
ported" them to England from South 
America on returning from his 
"Virginia expedition" (1583-88). 
Another English admiral, Sir Fran- 
cis Drake, carried potatoes from the 
West Indies to Ireland Jn 1588. 

About 150 years elapsed before the 
potato's value as a food crop was 
generally appreciated. Its cultiva- 
tion proceeded rapidly in Ireland 
and within a few generations spread 
to all temperate parts of the world . 
This Is why the ordinary potato is 
also called the Irish potato. Most 
European countries accepted 
potatoes as a valuable feed for 
domestic animals, mostly pigs, but 
in Ireland they gained popularity 
during the 18 th century and the 
beginning of the 19th and reached the 
status of being the "main food of the 
population." There was a terrible 
famine in 1846. when potato blight 
destroyed nearly the whole crop. 

In 19th century France potatoes 
were fed to cattle and pigs: no 
Frenchman dared to put them on his 
menu — with one exception. 

The well-known Parisian phar- 
macist Parmentier had been a 
prisoner-of-war in Germany during 
the Franee-Prussian war (1870-711 
and had eaten potatoes almost ex- 
clusively — boiled, fried and mash- 
ed. It is not clear today whether the 
victorious Germans fed their French 
prisoners potatoes for economic 
reasons or to humiliate them. Mon- 
sieur Parmentier, however, enjoyed 
them- When he returned to Paris 
after the -war.-he-tried- kt-vajn- to-In- 
fluence .his countrymen to accept 
potatoes as a cheap and- healthy food 


for Humans. 

One evening he invited the most 
honourable Parisian families to a 
birthday dinner at his home. After 
the meal — composed of hors- 
.d'oeuvre, soup, main dish and 
dessert, all prepared from potatoes 
— he asked his guests triumphantly: 
"What do you think you have Just 
enjoyed?" When they learned that 
they had eaten the well-known pig 
food, they left the house in horror. 
But Parmentier never gave up. He 
tried another trick, this time 
successfully. 

He acquired an empty plot in the 
centre of Paris, fenced It with barb- 
ed wire and planted it with potatoes. 
When green leaves appeared, he 
hired armed guards to watch the plot 
day and night. At Its entrance stood a 
sign announcing: "Here M. Parmen- 
tier grows the best and most impor- 
tant food crop for human consump- 
tion — potatoes. The crop is the per- 
sonal property of M. Parmentier. 
The armed guards will open fire on 
everybody who enters this plot 
without permission." 

News about this wonderful crop 
spread rapidly throughout the 
metropolis. Hundreds of curious 
spectators came to see, but did not 
dare to come too close to the fence. 
When the crop was ripe, Parmentier 
dismissed the guards. Sans obstacles 
and cover of the night, the townspeo- 
ple stole the whole crop. From then 
on ‘more and more Parisians, and 
later the whole population of France, 
learned to use potatoes. Thus the 
famous pommes /rites and some 
gourmet dishes originated. 

How did potato-growing come to 
this'coufltry?.Forty:yearsa®cr there? 
was very little of It to .Brets TisraeL 
The Arabs' *never ■grew potatoes. 


When I arrived here, most farmers 
told me: "It is too hot here for 
potatoes. We grow sweet potatoes 
only, if at all." 

Then in 1940, the quarter-master 
general of the British Army 
assembled most farmers (Jews and 
Arabs) and told them: "Gentlemen, 
our experts have found out that your 
country Is able to produce very good 
crops of potatoes. We have enlarged 
our military forces to seyerai 
divisions, and since the main food of 
our soldiers is potatoes, we are in 
-need of big quantities of this crop. 
We shall therefore provide you with 
seed potatoes and fertilizers. You 
can expect a harvest of ten or twelve 
times the quantity you put Into your 
soil. We want five sacks only from 
your harvest for every sack of seed 
potatoes you receive." ' 

Most of the farmers took advan- 
tage of the offer, and from then on, 
we no longer imported potatoes from 
Poland, Turkey or other sources. 
Now you can find potatoes growing 
everywhere in Israel. 

How to grew. Fertile, well drained 
sandy soils are recommended. Old 
manure Is excellent. Make rows 
(trenches) 10 cm. deep and work 
some general fertilizer (3-3 
tablespoons for each running metre) 
into the soil. The rows have to be 
70cm. apart, because you need the 
aoil in between hem to "earth-up" 
when the plants reach a height of 
20cm. Sow the potatoes (or cut 
pieces with 2-3 eyes each) 35cm. 
apart and water by sprinkler or drip- 
ping hoses immediatlely after you 
have closed the trenches. 

Potatoes will germinate after 3 
weeks, will flower after 6 weeks and 
will be ripe for harvest In ap- 
proximately 22 weeks. Start hoeing 
carefully and weeding after 
appearance of the sprouts, and add a 
dressing of potassium or general fer- 
tilizer. 2-3 times during the season. 

To avoid leaf diseases, spray fre- 
quently with Bordeaux mixture 
(dissolve loo gr. of copper sulphate. 
In a bucket of water and add. small 
amounts of lime, until the solution 
will no'Iongbr turn litmus paper. « . 
red, colour. Stir vigorously. before us- 
ing.

SUDDEN UPSETS 


A DOCTOR’S NOTEBOOK / Dr. David Samso 


ONE JUNE MORNING at Idbbuts 
clinic, the nurse Informed me that 
three toddlers to pie children's 
house, catering to 'tbe dozen or so 
kibbutz four-year-olds, had 
developed diarrhoea earlier that 
day. So after my clinic session, I ac- 
companied her on a "house-call" to 
examine them. 

Their kindergarten teacher told 
me that the diarrhoea had started 
almost simultaneously to all three, 
and each vomited once. When 2 
checked the children over, they all 
had mild abdominal tenderness and 
a slightly raised temperature, but 
nothing to suggest anything other 
than typical cases of some, form of 
acute gastro-enteritls. That all three 

had become 111 at the same time also 
favoured this diagnosis. 

I told my thoughts to the nurse and 
the kindergarten teacher. They were 
aware from previous experience of 
the treatment Z usually recommend- 
ed and knew how to take care of the 
affected children and yrhat 
measures to take tor preventing*ihe .. 
spread of infection. 

I also asked the nurse for stool 
specimens from all the children, and . 
the adults working with them, to be 
sent to the laboratory tor examina- 
tion. I told her not to hesitate to get to 
touch with me, at home If necessary, 
if any problem cropped up with the 
children. 

The . commonest condition affec- 
ting children of this age, and 
younger, to which the sudden onset 
of diarrhoea is the main feature, is 
invariably some form of infective 
gastro-enterltis (I use this term here 
to Include food poisoning) although 
the source of infection is often dif- 
ficult to trace. This Illness normally 
results from viral or bacterial inva- 
sion of the bowel. Some forms of food 
poisoning, however, may result from 
Ingestion of a toxin, a substance 
manufactured by certain bacteria. 

In the foodstuff at fault. The 
diarrhoea may be "explosive" in 
nature, and vomiting, abdominal 
pain and discomfort and a slight 
temperature, all -of varying degree, 
may also be found.

Regardless of the sped fie underly- 
ing cause, the main danger Is 
dehydration due to excess fluid loss 
along with the diarrhoea.

Treatment, therefore, has always 
primarily been geared towards 
adequately replacing fluid loss as 
long as the diarrhoea - continues. 
Steps must also be taken to prevent 
other members of the child's Im- 
mediate community from becoming 
infected. This entails strict hygienic 
measures and careful disinfection of 
objects the sack child may come into 
contact with, including, of course, 
the toilet facility. 


For toddlers fluid replacement is 
not osualiy difficult:- The child nor-

mounting persecution of the 
Hassidim by- the Miinogdim led by 
RAbbi BliaJni Kramer, “The Gaon of 
VQna." Some of the latter even went 
so far aa to incite the authorities 
against the "subversive" Hassidim, 
and to send letters to Bretz Ytorael 
urging the local communities to 
spurn them. 

The successful aliya of the 800 waa 
further aided by the warm reception 
given them by the predominantly 1 
(like the Hassidim, Habbala- 
orientated), Sephardi population, 
wit h w hom they started inter- 
marrying, and also by the non- 
Jewish population. All this inspired 
many other Hassidim in Europe to 
start organizing' themselves to follow 
suit. Before they could do so, 
however, the Polish authorities, 
afraid that a sudden large-scale 
departure of Jews .would cause a 
shock to the economy, prohibited 
their departure — a restriction that 
remained to force tor some years. 
When the aliya resumed mainly 
large groups of H&bad Hassidim 
started coming,' settling in Hebron 
and Jerusalem.

Old Zion, by Shmuel Abba 
Horodetzky. Another to the 80-page 
monograph, also well annotated, on 
the Hassidlc aliya, Ha'aJiyot 
Harishonoi thel Hahaaeidim 
Le’erets Yisrael, by Yisrael 
Heilprin. Finally, there are the two- 
volume anthology of memoirs. 
Zichronot JSreiz Yisrael (selections 
from which appeared in English tra 
der the title, "The Goodly 
Heritage"), and the anthology of 
letters, Igrot Ere tar Yisrael, both 
edited, richly annotated, and with all 
the sections beautifully explained 
and put In their historical contexts 
by Avraham Yaari. 


IT MAY BE fitting to close here by 
quoting from the “pre-Zionist** 
remarks of Rabbi Yaacov Emden 
(1697-1776), a leading rabbi in Ger- 
many at about the time the Hassidlc 
aliya was getting underway. In 
“Sul am Beit S3," his introduction to 
Beif Yaacov, the prayerbook he 
edited and published, he wrote; 


AS IN nearly all the aliyot ever since 
the first Return to Zion 28 centuries 
ago, a combination of factors ex- 
plains why, in this Hass idle aliya, 
too, some came and most did not; 
why in certain periods only in- 
dividuals came and in others 
relatively large groups did so; why 
some remained and others went 
hack sooner or later. The factors are 
the role that the personal act of going 
to earthly Bretz Yisrael played in 
the ideology of Redemption of the 
people Involved; the economic and 
political situations in their Diaspora 
homelands; the general political- 
military situation in their native 
lands, in the lands they would have 
to traverse on their way to Bretz 
Yisrael, and In Bretz Ytorael itself 
under its succession of alien oc- 
cupiers and contending domestic 
warlords. 

Thus, for example, the aliya of the 
300 Hassidim to 3777 was encouraged 
by the fact that most of the in- 
dividuals and jsmall groups that had 
come in the previous 30 years had 
not only arrived safely and establish- 
ed themselves, hut had also been 
warmly received and helped along 
by the Jews of Istanbul, some of 
vdiom had even joined them. At the 
same time, this aliya had been push- 
ed along not only by the generally 
very dffflcuit situation of the Jews In 
Eastern Europe, but also- by the 


TUB FACT that the Hassidim began 
to gain a foothold here may. have 
given an additional spur td the Afif- 
^ nagdim aliya that followed. This 
" began in 1808, with the aliya of a 
small group led by one of the Vilna 
Gann’s outstanding disciples. Rabbi 
Menahem Mendel of Shklov. They 
were followed the next year by two 
more groups, also led by some of the 
Gaon’s major disciples — the first by 
Rabbi Saadi ah son of Natan Notte 
and Rabbi Notte son of the above. 
Rabbi Menahem Mendel, and the se- 
cond by Rabbi Haim Katz and Rabbi 
Yisrael of Shklov. The Mitnagdic 
ally a. too, soon grew to major 
dimensions, and might more proper- 
ly be called the Second Aliya than 
the one of a century later that to so 
designated in the official histories. 

Like the Baal • Shem Tov some 
decades earlier, the Vilna Gaon. too, 
had set out for Bretz Ytorael, alone, 
before Ms disciples did so. And just 
as the Baal Shem Tov got as far as 
Istanbul and returned without 
anyone knowing why, so did thC~ 
Gaon get as far as the other end of 
Austria and return without anyone 
knowing the reason. 


THERE ARE numerous articles, 
spread through many books and 
journals, but no comprehensive, 
.‘definitive histories treating these 
two major aliyot. Neither, for that 
matter, are there such histories of 
the numerous other smaller and 
larger aliyot that came here from all 
the lands of North Africa, Asia and 
Europe all through the ages before 
the largely secular Zionist historians 
started writing, from their perspec- 
tive, the history of Diaspora Jewry 
and of the "Zionist aliyot" of the 
end- of tfae-ifltb century and -the begin- 
ning of the 20th. . 

-Theyincludedraaiidythe data that 
suited their postulates and Ignored 
most of the data that did not suit 
them. Thus they created an "of- 
ficial" history that left an impres- 
sion — one that Orthodox and 
Sephardi Jewry also accepted for a 
long time — that "Zionism’’ had 
never happened before the Biluim of 
the 1880s and the "Second Aliya” of 
the early 1900a: and that it had not 
happened, because Orthodox and 
Sephardi Jews had been put to sleep 
by religion and the dream of a God- 
wrought m eta -historical Messianic 
Redemption, whereas the "Zionists" 
revolted against all that, took the 


"Every Jew must firmly resolve to 
go and settle to Bretz Yisrael, at 
least when he finds enough money to 
cover Ms expenses and some craft or 
trade by which to support himself... 
(For) be who lives outside the Land 
to as though not serving the true 
1 God... You shall not, God forbid, plan 
to settle anywhere but in the Land... 
That was the sin of our ancestors (to 
the Incident of the Ten Scouts to the 
Sinai Wilderness) : that they re- 
jected the precious Land... 

"What sustained us in our bitter 
Exile... was the thought of the Land. 
But when we forgot about settling to 
the Land, we ourselves were 
forgotten like the dead: not .one to a 
thousand roused himself to' go and 
settle and take hold there — perhaps 
one from a whole country and two 
out of an entire generation. Hearts 
stopped longing for the- Land and 
concerning themaelve a with its 
welfare, and even stopped yearning 
to behold it, imagining, whenever 
they found a little rest somewhere 
outside the Land, that they had 
already found a new Land of Israel 
and a new Jerusalem... And they 
completely forgot that they were to 
Exile, and they mixed with the peo- 
ple among whom they lived, and 
learned their ways, finally 
assimilating into them... . 

"So long as the Jews, ' especially 
the learned ones, do not pay serious 
attention to their Land, their Tora 
will not survive... It is strange how 
Jews spare no effort and expense to 
observe all the other precepts 
meticulously but are so negligent 
and lazy about the precious mitsva 
of living to the Land, on the obser- 
vance of which all the rest of the 
Tora depends..." . 

Rabbi Yaacov then says, "You 
may rightly ask me why I do not 
practise what I preach," and he goes 
on to give a long, pathetic explana- 
tion of how lack of money and 
chronic 111 health had made It im- 
possible. 

■ What explanations ‘dothe' Jews bf 
the Free Diaspora* today, especially 
the Orthodox, 1 have for their non- 
aliya "Zionism’'? 

The answer to these Jews was 
given by Maimonides Just 915 years 
ago. In- a letter called Iggeret 
Hashmad. He wrote: 

"As for those who delude 
themselves and say they will stay 
put (in the Galut) until the Messiah 
comes to the Western lands (then 
meaning the Maghreb, in North 
Africa) and then they will pick 
themselves up and go to Jerusalem 
— I don’t know why they think they 
will thus avert the vicissitudes of Ex- 
ile. They are only transgressing and 
misleading others."

Holocaust diary 


kept in Hebrew

THE HOLOCAUST we want to forget 
but cannot was probably un- 
avoidable. Living at the mercy of a 
country’s rulers, dependent on the 
forbearance, of their neighbours, the 
Jews too eaoily failed to remember 
that they were only guests, when the 
disaster came, few believed it was 
real. Shocked into torpor, many fac- 
ing the extermination squads at the 
edge of the graves they had been 
ordered to dig prayed that it would 
be over quickly. 

The story of the war years, as told 
by Aha Gefen, is different from other 
accounts of this frightful period in 
that it was recorded as the events it 
records were actually happening — 
and that it wo* written to Hebrew. 

The author, now a senior official at 
the Foreign Ministry, must be right 
in assuming that his was the only 
diary of the Holocaust days kept to 
that language. 

Gefen, then a student to Kovno, the 
capital of Lithuania, set out on foot 
for home as soon as the Lithuanian 
pro-German, "patriots" began 
murdering Jews en masse. "Home" 
waa a small town with a lot of Jews. 
When they were rounded up for the 
"final solution," he fled again, this 
time with his 15-year-old brother. 

That was on September 11, 1939, 
and it was on that date that Aba 
Gefen started a diary. He kept the 
pages to a bundle, together with a 
few photographs of his parents. It 
was recently published jointly In 
Jerusalem by Hayerushalmi and 
Keter. . 


The amount of goodwill the 
fugitives encountered to amazing, 
but often, goodwill could not help. 
Danger lurked everywhere. When it 
was rumoured that the authorities 
were looking for Jews, or simply 
searching for illegal spirit stills, the 
brothers had to hide in the fields. 

They developed a sort of animal 
response to danger, sensing it in the 
smiles of their drunken hosts. In the 
passing figure of a strange man, or 
simply a stray dog. 


FROM THEIR HIDING- PLACE un- 
der a haystack to the yard of a 
friendly farmer, the boys could hear 
the cries of the victims, the click of 
the- machine-guns, the songs of the 
returning executioners. 

It was from other friendly farmers 
that they learned in due course how 
the executions were carried out. 

The Jews were led into a field by a 
small contingent of "patriots." 
(“Strange no resistance was 
attempted; the Jews were far more 
numerous," one farmer com- 
mented. ) 

The executions were at first per- 
formed by Lithuanian gangs; but the 
Lithuanians soon realized they were 
a* despised by the Germans as the 
Jews were, and became less 
bloodthirsty. 

Relations between the farmers 
and the Jewish fugitives Improved in 
consequence, and for a large part of 
the winter the two brothers found 
shelter In the house of a farmer's 
widow. 


AS THE WAR dragged on, Aba 
Gefen procured a pistol. He made 
'contact with the partisans, with 
some friends In hiding in Kovno. A 
fortune-teller told him he would live 
to an old age and would soon be mak- 
ing a long journey. He took this as an 
omen that he would eventually get to 
Bretz Yisrael. 

In a local newspaper he picked up 
at a farmer's home. Gefen found an 
anti-Semitic propaganda piece 
which Included a saying quoted in 
the Talmud: “The best of goyim is 
worth killing. " 

"I knew of the saying, of course," 
his diary notes, “but is it humane? I 
am sorry, but it is not." 

In the last week of July. 1944, gun- 
fire was heard in the village where 
the two brothers were then living. 
Everyone took refuge to the shelters. 
One afternoon, after the shelling sub- 
sided, a small contingent of Russians 
arrived in the village. It was led by a 
Jewish officer, Poliak, who advised 
the rescued men to give up any 
weapons they hod — and to hide their 
wrist watches. "Last night we slept 
as free people," says the diary. 

The last sentences read . 

"We have arranged with the Rus- 
sian counter-espionage people that 
they will come tomorrow to talk 
about our future. Russian soldiers 
have stolen my boots. We realize it 
must all be real. But we cannot 
believe it. It isn't all a dream, to it?"

A PERMANENT piano quartet 
team Is rather an 'exception on the 
music scene, as it is normally either 
a piano trio or a string quartet which 
stays together for long times, and 
only occasionally do they invite a 
violist or a pianist to make up this 
combination. The Cantilena Players 
have visited us before (though with . 
another celHrtfc -and rthey .probably- 
wanted this visit to present in- 
teresting and unusual programmes. 

Their interest in contemporatry 
American and Israeli music is com- 
mendable, as is their serious attitude 
and re s ponsible perform nance of 
every work under their hands. The 


repertoire for piano quartet Is not too 
extensive if one does not want to 
repeat again and again the same 
standard pieces of the classical and 
romantic composers In this, genre, 
hut the choice of this particular 
programme did not seem too happy. 
Schubert’s Adagio and Rondo is 
pleasant enough, though hardly of 
lasting interest, and Mahler’s 
Quartet Movement la a youthful 
attempt of interest only perhaps for 
Mahlerians. 

Mark Kopytman’s essay “About 
an Old Time” is, I confess, beyond 
my capacity for grasping the Inten- ' 
tiaras of a composer. There was no ‘ 
“old -tune,'’ and no- '-'new tune.”- to— - 
my understanding, and his preoc- 
cupation with glissandi seemed - 
more annoying than enlightening. 
The second Quartet by Brahms clos- 
ed the evening on safer grounds with 
all artists giving their best towards a 
highly satisfying performance.

— The saying that “you 
can’t keep a good man down on the 
farm” certainly applies to ex- 
American Shmarya Lteberman. Im- 
migrating from thd U.S. In the 1900s, 
he joined Kibbutz Cabri, but after a 
few years left to found the Intradco- 
Zndustrles Trading Company. In 

keeping with Us engineering train- 
ing, Lteberman concentrated on the 
sale of pre-engineered streased,-akln 
buildings. 

His company became the sole 
representative of the American 
Behlen Manufacturing Co., which 
specialises in the production of 
building systems in the form of 
building .- shells. The stressed- akin 
buildings are different from any 
other type of metal structures 
available today. A unique building 
panel makes it possible to put up 
large structures without interior 
columritor framing. The panels used 
are made of heavy-gauge corrugated 
steel sheets. 

Using these panels to form both 
walls and roof results In a -building

without interior columns. The 
systems are fast and simple to use. 
Seams between sheets are sealed to 
make a weather-tight structure. 
Since the system's components are 
relatively light, no heavy construc- 
tion equipment Is needed. 

Lieberznan, together with his 
partner David Hoorvitch, began to 
look for business. Their first break 
came in 1972 when their company 
won a World Bank tender for the con- 
struction of the Agrexco termi nal at 
Lod Airport.

HAIFA. — ZLm Intends to settle this 
week the question of how many 
sailors should man its new container . 
ship. Sigal, which is still laid up in 
the Israel Shipyards more than eight 
weeks after completion. 

The 9,000 ton ship, which costs the 
company about $2,500 (IL 25,000) a 
day in capital cost, has already run, 
up a loss of-IU.5 million for 23m. 
“We intend to reach a settlement 
with the two seaman’s unions this 
week,” the company spokesman told 
The Jerusalem Poet yesterday. 

After the Ratings Union had 
agreed to reduce the complement 
from the 26 men it had demanded to 


23, including eight oUicers, it is now 
fighting with the Officers Union over 
the post of second steward. 

The officers say that as an 
economy measure they agreed to 
waive the post of first steward, but 
that Zim then gave in to ratings' 
pressure to reinstate the post. "If 
this post is seeded, and we think it's 
not, it must be manned by as of- 
ficer" officers' union spokesman 
Adam Chisik said. The Ratings 
Union spokesman, Shlomo Avitan, 
on the other hand, held that "we 
have an agreement with Zim for the 
second steward post and we don't in- 
' tend to waive ft." 

It was learned teat Zim may sell 
the ship to a foreign company unless 
agreement Is reached this week. 


Gov’t preparing ground for black 
capital amnesty, Mapam ME says

Naftali Feder MK (Mapam), who' 
is & member of the Knesset Finance 
Committee, said In a lecture before a 
group of university people on Friday 
night, that the Government is 
preparing public opinion for an 
amnesty for black capital. It is doing 
this by gradually feeding the media 
with news items to that effect, in 
order to test the public's response, 
be said. 

The Alignment, Feder said, calls 
on the workers to protest against that 
plan, because it would mean a prize 
to tax evaders and impose a penalty 


on honest taxpayers. Not only are 
these people criminals who should, 
by all legal and moral norms, be 
brought to trial — the Government is 
about to grant them favours at the 
expense of the public. ' 

When this tendency Is seen 
together with other economic 
measures planned by the Govern- 
ment, such as the sale of public' 
enterprises and the abolition of 
children’s allowances, it becomes 
clear. Feder said, that the 
Government’s social and economic 
policy amounts to a widening of the 
social gap and to the enrichment of 
the well-to-do.

Swedish devaluation followed 
by price freeze 


Jerusalem Post Reporter 
Sweden’s ten per cent devaluation 
of two weeks ago will be followed by 
the reduction of the payroll tax from 
four to two per cent, in order to offset 
the effect on Industry of higher Im- 
port prices, according to a 
newsletter of the Swedish Press 
Bureau. 

But while this" is similar to 
measures contemplated here too, 
Sweden has also — contrary to pre- 
sent Israeli policy — resorted to a 
general price freeze. The freeze is 
based on prices which applied on 
August 36, which will remain in 
effect until October 31. After that. 


the Swedish Government intends to 
follow up this interim freeze — which 
seems to have had the purpose of 
curbing immediate price increases 
in the wake of the devaluation — 
with intensified price surveillance. 
Price increases which are a direct 
consequence of higher import prices 
will, however, be excepted. 

Sweden’s Prime M i n ister Thorb- 
jom Faildln also said that financial 
policy would not be laid down before 
consultations with all concerned 
with the labour market were held. 
These talks, he said, would cover in- 
come taxation, changes in Indirect 
taxes, and the general design of 
economic policy. 


Higher freight rates 
to Australia

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THE EVE of Rosh Hanhana 5738 finds the nation better able 
than ever before to withstand any external assault — but 
perhaps also more uncertain about the course of action that will 
ensure it peace and prosperity- 
Israel. going" on thirty, is about as militarily invincible as it 
coUld ever expect to be. Even unfriendly observers agree that 
another war against the Jewish State would be suicidal for the 
Arabs. This is, of course, at least in part, a result of the transfor- 
mation in army thinking' that flowed from the initial failures of 
the Yom Kip pur War. 

It is also, however, due in no small degree to past diplomatic 
strategies. These were based on the pursuit of maximum feasi- 
ble coordination with the U.S., and were exemplified in the in- 
terim Sinai accord with Egypt. 

The Likud administration, which won power in the May 17 
elections, is mainly led by former opponents of the Sinai pact, 
who have expressly disavowed any intention to seek prior 
American consent for Israel's peace policies. Whether the 
measure of diplomatic Independence thus gained may not be 
outweighed by further isolation in the world arena, is a question 
that will no doubt be hotly debated during the coming year. 

Admittedly, the "confrontation" with the U.S. that was widely 
predicted by Mr. Begin 's opponents to follow upon his accession 
to the premiership, has not materialized. Several factors have 
combined to forestall it: American forebearance, Arab intran- 
sigence — and, no less significantly, the Prime Minister's own 
persuasive style and his discovery of the uses of flexibility in the 
presentation, though not necessarily the substance, of foreign 
policy. 

Thus Foreign Minister Dayan has been allowed to suggest a 
far-reaching withdrawal — the once-forbidden word — in Sinai, 
coupled with a functional compromise — another word once 
frowned upon — with Jordan over the West Bank. 

But although the plan is argued in terms of superior prac- 
ticality, its main purpose is to assure the inalienable and in- 
contestable right of the Jewish people to Judea and Samaria. 
That remains the ideological fountainhead, and the underlying 
impulse, of the Begin regime. And the Sharon settlement plan is 
its true expression. 

On the domestic front, the economy still awaits reform. 
Finance Minister Ehrlich is now seeking the biggest ever U.S. 
aid allocation for Israel. Mr. Ehrlich may justly claim that the 
mess that is the country’s economy Is not Ms fault. But he baa 
yet to display a clear notion of how to clean it up. 

The small step the Finance Minister has taken in reducing the 
military budget has been merely symbolic, and his idea of cut- 
ting child allowances is bound only to raise a public storm. 

But nothing, perhaps, like the storm that Mr. Begin 's own new 
style may before too long call forth. When the Premier first 
assumed office the people were delighted by his articulate, 
assertive, even authoritative manner. It was a relief from the 
torpid exercise of power by his predecessor. 

But some of his latest moves, notably in the matter of the Ben- 
sion pardon, have shown him to employ discretion arbitrarily 
and to ride roughshod over due process. Confident in his own im- 
age of personal Incorruptibility, he has not flinched from giving 
offence to the public’s sense of morality. 

His government has not yet served its first three months; 
some of its posts remained unfilled. Critics have so far tended, 
therefore, to make allowances. But the credit is running out. 

When the Government is forced to come to grips with some of 
the pledges It made during the election campaign, the tolerance 
and goodwill it enjoyed until now may become strained. 

Therefore, as we look ahead, it would appear that the New 
Year will bring with it — in heightened form — the drama and 
tempest of external challenge amidst domestic differences — 
and determination.

OUR DUTCH correspondent informs 
us of a new concept in Holland, and 
indeed a new word in the Dutch 
language: baaldagen. The term, 
which originated in military slang 
and apparently Is borrowed from the 
Malaysian, means "fed-up days," 


and the Idea is that employees 
should be entitled to so many per 
year. In '1955, our correspondent in- 
forms us, the average Dutchman 
took off 17 days from work for Ill- 
ness, while last year, even with im-, 
proved medical services, his 
average sick-call reached 33 days. 
Half of that number of sick days, 
however, is figured to be fraudulent. 
As a result, at least one private firm 
in Rotterdam has introduced 
baaldagen. A worker can simply call 
his boss and say that he doesn't feel 
like coming into work, because he 
feels "just plain fed-up." No lying, 
no hoarse' croaking through a 
handkerchief to simulate angina, no 
taking off three days in a row to 
justify the illusion of illness. Just a 
day off when a fellow feels blue. The 
Dutch government apparently likes 
the results of the baaldagen experi- 
ment and is considering extending it 
on a wider scale. Baaldagen might 
sound a little too close to our own 
balagan, but the idea might be worth 
trying here, where many a six-day-a- 
week worker Is known to catch a 
very timely cold.

This is the time, says YOSEF on the public — which is 
GOELL, for the country's something the Begin Govem- 
politicians to pay special heed to ment is not doing, 
the moral impact of their actions 
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THERE ARE unmistakable ups andf 
downs in the attitude of the public 
towards governments and' the 
politicians who populate them. 
There are times in which 
■politicians' actions, intentions and 
basic' motivations elicit an almost 
automatically favourable ^response . 
Even where criticism might seem to 
be in order, politicians lucky enough 
to be serving In the good times are 
nearly always given the benefit of 
the doubt, and their critics written 
off as Scrooge-like misanthropists. 

And then there are the bad times; 
the times in which politicians, no 
matter how high, have to prove their 
personal Integrity and to provide 
evidence of the probity of their 
decisions to a dia be living and cynical 
public which suspects that all 
politicians are corrupt, by the very 
nature of their profession. ■ 

Vietnam and Watergate marked 
one such shift In attitudes In 
American politics. The heroic 
lengths to which President Garter 
has felt constrained to go in asser- 
ting his own honesty — and the 
■problems facing his buddy and 
budget director, Bert Lance, at the 
outset of their terms of office — are a 
direct outgrowth of the memorable 
occasion on which former President 
Nixon went on nation-wide TV to 
claim "I am not a crook," only to be 
proven very much one several 
months later. 

MR. BEGIN may not have noticed it, 
but a similar shift seems to have oc-' 
curred with the Israel public as a 
result of the recent spate of corrup- 
tion cases which were so instrumen- 
tal in bringing down the Labour 
Government and bringing him to 
power. 

' The three biggest names 
associated with that sorry period In 
Israel’s history were those of 
Yehoshua Bensicra, Michael Taur 
and Asher Yadlin. Benslon’s name 
looms the largest among this trinity, 
if only by dint of the sheer, 
breathtaking magnitude of the sums 
involved — 47 million dollars, at| 


today's rates close to half a billion 
pounds, not an agora of which has 
been recovered despite the Supreme 
Court's levying of a fine of HAS 
million against him. 

By his decisive role In the par- 
doning of Bension, Mr. Begin has in- 
extricably linked the reputation of 
the country's Prime Mini s te r and of 
its President, to that of Israel's 
biggest convicted embezzler. In tbe 
best of times a Prime M i n is t er would 
owe the public a full and frank ex- 
planation... which has not been 
forthcoming during the days of 
furore following Mr. ‘ Begin’ s 
headstrong action. 

But these are not the best of times; 
from the point of view of public 
morale — and morality — they are 
not far from being the worst of 
times. In context Mr. Begln's ac- 
tion In the Bension case, and what 
purported to have been' the 
Premier's “personal statement," 
last Thursday, are cause for grave 
concern in regard to the effect they 
will have on the public's mind. 
Especially since they appear to be 
not isolated instances, but. part of a 
much wider pattern. 

FOR CONSIDER the following; 

• Ur. Begin not only Instigated the 
pardoning of Bension as' Acting 
Minister of Justice, against the con- 
sidered judgements of the Supreme 
Court and the advice -of the Attorney 
General, but is now revealed to have 
been a major mover In seeking a 
pardon for Bension while serving as 
bead of. the Oppposltlon: 

• Suspicion that this la hot a one- 
time aberration is heightened by Mr. 
Begin’s record in Initiating the peti- 
tion against the extradition of Sam- 
my Flatto-Sharon to France earlier 
this year, when he was serving as ' 
head of the Opposition, and his un- 
seemly haste in pushing through an 
amendment to the Extradition Law, 
popularly labelled the Flatto-Sharon 
amendment, after assuming the of- 
fice of Prime Minister; 

• Mr. Begin has at least proven con- 
sistent, if not necessarily prudent, in

• By now it seems clear that the 
Government Is purposely dragging 

its feet on the issue of potential con- 
flict of interests which faces many of 
its Minis ters, in postponing action on. 
the already watered down 
rec omm endations of the Asher Com-, 
mittee. In the prevailing new at- 
mosphere, Cabinet Ministers and - 
Knesset Members cannot bank on 

automatically deserving the public's 
confidence as to their probity. They . 
have to go out of their way top rove It 
even before being challenged; 

• The Likud Government provided 
• an interesting insight into its moral 
sense of priorities by making one of 
its first orders of business considers- - 
tion of an amnesty for convicted 
criminals, and an amnesty for tax 
evaders. Little is known of the fate of 
the first proposal, although given 
Mr. Begin’s penchant for secrecy it - 
would not be surprising if- the- ■ 
general amnesty were sprunyon t£ n 
unsuspecting public while it was still 
preoccupied with the entire issue of 
organized crime. However Mr. 
Ehrlich and his deputy Mr. Flnmin 
are apparently determined to go 
ahead with the amnesty for income 
tax criminals who have not yet been 
charged. 

THE SHOCKING aspect of the 
proposed amnesty for income tax 
evaders is that such a slate-clearing 
procedure could only be condoned, as . 
part of a larger policy of launching 
ah all-out war on income tax 
offences. But there is every Indica- 
tion that ’the Government has ab- 
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solutely no intention of doing so., 
There can be little credence to the 
claim that the amnesty will bring -in 
significan t mpg in tax arrears at the 
reported 35 percent a rate which Mr. 
Ehrlich is said to favour : What Is 
certain is that all honest taxpayers 
will be ' convinced that they, have 
been duped, and many will consider 
joining the not insignificant rolls of 
tax evaders, if they only can. 

Against this sorry background. 
Deputy Finance Minister Flumin's 
recent fulmlnations against the kib- 
butz movement’s tax-paying record 
appear comical, if not cynical. It 
may well be that the laws governing 
the taxation of kibbutzim should be 
. amended. But to launch an attack on 
one of the few economic sectors 
which have always paid taxes while 
entire segments of the economy, 
'such as the diamond industry, con- 
tinue to fiddle with theirs,, is just 
another example of the insensitivity 
which seems to .characterize this 
Government on flTmnriiii questions.
